Ketchikan sits at the base of 3,000 foot Deer Mountain on Revillagigedo Island. Until the miners and fishermen settled 
in the 1880's, the mouth of the Ketchikan Creek was a summer fishing camp for Tlingit Indians. Today, commercial and 
recreational fishing are still important to the area. Ketchikan is known for its abundance of totem poles. Nearby Saxman 
Native Village and Totem Bight State Historical Park make Ketchikan the Totem Pole Capital of North America. Ketchikan 
is Alaska’s rainiest city and averages 150 inches of rain per year. 


The Ketchikan Visitors Center on the dock can supply you with additional information if you are on your)wn. Sights within 
walking distance include the famous ” Creek Street”, the historic former red light district, now converted into quaint shops 
and cafes (not to mention “Dolly's House”, arestored brothel museum), and the Tongass Historical Museum and Totem Pole. 
A longer walk or short cab ride away is the Totem Heritage Center and Native Park. ‘
